Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8, 10-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Prior art does not teach that, wherein said at least one arrangement and a 
corresponding diode are designed to allow the voltage over an opened switch of said at 
least one arrangement to return to substantially zero before said opened switch is 
closed, the control unit being designed to provide a signal for closing the opened switch 
when a substantially zero voltage over said opened switch is detected in combination 
with all limitations recited in independent claims 1 and 10. 

Prior art does not teach that, a control unit for controlling said first switch and 
said second switch; wherein said first arrangement and said second arrangement are 
designed to allow a voltage over an opened switch of said first arrangement and said 
second arrangement to return to substantially zero before said opened switch is closed, 
the control unit being designed to provide a signal for closing the opened switch when a 
substantially zero voltage over said opened switch is detected in combination with all 
limitations recited in independent claim 2. 

The remaining dependent claims 3-8 and 11-12 are allowable for at least above 
reason. 

Prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. None of record prior arts stands alone or combination with the others 
discloses all limitations required in claim invention.
